dent Government. of our own.tells, in very em- 


phatiolangnage, that the people were vietariane 
Following close upon the Reform League and 


arising out of it,was‘a memorial to the Imperial 
Government. This memorial was by no means 
‘confined to this place, although. it originated 
here, bat was carried throtgh the Colony as tar 
as the Férks of Quesnelle, which was at that 
early date the extremé point.to which settlement 
had extended eastward, and was signed by every 
British resident. As this document did not 
= differ materially from the previous movement, as 
to its objects, it will be unnecessary to go over 
the various points touched upon. 


The next great movement was the convention | 


organized in the early part of ’61, and composed 


of ten delegates sent by New Westminster, | 


Hope, Yale, Douglas and Lytton... Lillooet el- 
ected a delegate ; but their choice happening to 
fall upon a gentleman who conceived the idea 
that he ought to be well paid for his services, a 


difficulty arose which resulted in that district | 


being unrepresented in the great convention of 
1861—an organization for which the then Gov- 
ernor entertained a wholesome dread, and to 
which the Colony is doubtless much indebted for 
subsequent concessions. The convention held 
their first meeting in February, in the Pioneer 
Theatre, New Westminster, when they sent His 
Excellency ‘Governor Douglas a memorial for 
transmission to- the Dake of Newcastle. That 
memorial touched chiefly upon the following 
points’: It protested against a non-resident Gov- 
ernment, with interests in a rival Colony ; the 
’ tariff in its existing form ; the tax of $3 per ton 
upon all goods leaving this port for the interior; 
speculating in-lands by government officials, 
and other evils in the management of the Lands 
& Works Department ; the enormous taxation to 
which colonists were subjected. It asked fora 
resident Governor and representative Govern- 
ment similar to those existing in Australia and 
the Eastern British North American Provinces. 
“The second and final meeting of this body—for 
it-was only erganized for one year—took place 
at Hope, on the 10th of ‘September in the same 
year.’ Having waited over five months for a 
reply to the first. memorial, this second meeting 
was convened by the President, the Hon. Mr. 
Homer, according to previous arrangement. “An- 
other memorial to the Duke was drawn up and 
sent off. This memorial, after reiterating the 
statenients made in’ its predecessor, alluded to 
the necessity for a non-sectarian educational sy¥ 
tem ; a speedy survey of the agricultural dis- 
tricts, and protested against the establishment 
of the celebrated gold escort of that year, and 
the granting of money out of the public revenue 
to bnild Episcopal Churches at Douglas and Lil- 
loves, It also pointed out the need of an improv- 
ed postal system, and the propriety of removing 
, the import dity from Ship-building materia] 
Thus ended the duties of the convention. From 
that time up to the summer of 1862, although in- 
dignation meetings were held to protest against 
a large amount of money being taken from the 
Treasury of this Culony for. the purpose of sub- 
sidizing a line of ocean steamers to run between 
San Francisco and Victoria, and to protest 
against sundry other gtievances, no very import- 
ant action was tyken. This brings us down to 
one of the most important and, ‘in its results, de- 
cisive movements which ‘the political history of 
the Colony records. We allude to sending the 
Hon. M. Cameron to the Colonial office as our 
‘delegate, to demand, in- person, that. redress 
which had so long been sought in vain by peti- 
;* tion, and, especially, to prevent a union of this 
Colovy with, Vancouver Island, a question which 
- had by that time assumed a somewhat alarming 
“aspect. Mr. Cameron went home, and we all 
know the result. We have Ow a Governor of 
our own who bids fair to prove all that could be 
desired ; we have a Government entirely discon- 
nected with the Island, placing us beyond the 


reach of the sapping and banefal influence which 


has kept this large and wealthy Colony in lead- 
ing strings so long : the question of union is set- 
- ted, at least until such time as this Colony can 
approach it without fear or danger ; we have a 
form of representation—without the power, it is 
Pi quasi-legislature, which, however inferior 
to what the Duke gave our delegate reason to ex-
